There was o great excitement in the city,
which seemed alive with people from the
country. The firing of cannon and the
music of bands added to the animation of the
geene. Mr. Corwin was in company with
several other distinguished men, among whom
ex-Senntor Thomas Ewing the most
marked. The procession ut esported
the orntors to the murket house, where a
temporary platform had been erected.  The
Hlog cabin” would not have containgd one-
tenth of the mnultitnde which wns there assem-
bled to hear the orator and the stutesman,
He bad been spenking incessantly for several
weeks in the canvass of the State for Gene-
ral Harrison, the Whig candidate for the 're-
gidency, and himself for the office of Gov-
ernor, to which his party had nominated him,
Itis said that during that unequalled poli-
tienl campnign he addressed the people in
nearly, if not all, the counties in the State,
He did not design to speak in Columbus the
day referred to, having on previous oeeasions
gpoken in the capital: but (if I may copy a
description of the scene, written by myself
not long after it ocourred), being wuylaid by
Lis adinirers, he consented not reluctantly.

CORWIN'S AFPEARANCE.

At that time his appearance was striking.
In stature, perhaps five feet eight or ten; thick
get, in good flesh but not at wll corpulent,
with a gait and air that very much aided his
pu\\'ﬂl‘ to move one s mirth. His t'ull.t}riu\liull
was the darkest I ever suw “worn by a white
man," but wis of snch a color that, while it
sugpested many a witty allusion to it by him-
self and others as Africanish, it itself refuted
any such h'uh'pit."luu. He shaved clean, and
his swarthy cheeks hung flabbily and looscly
when he was in repose, His eyes were black,
and very fine, especially when he was convers-
‘inlr: or h]h-ukili.q. This face to me was a noble
and plensing one, and his whole appoesrance
indicated no ordinary man, As he walked he
rather rolled ulong in an awkward way, with
no spruce, dapper ways. His voice was one
of singular richness, compass, and effective-
ness. As I now recall several speeches, he
rarely strained his voice, bt spoke a groat
deal in a conversational tone, with a wonder-
